Another Link in the 
Chein of Progress of 
The Friendly Central. 
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Not Altogether An Ill Wind 


Two hopeful results.of the MacArthur 
controversy already have become realities. 


One is that the very clear exposition of 
this ‘country’s feeling—if not policy—has 
brought about greater support in the 
United Nations. Britain, France and Aus- 
tralia, which last week gave a cool re- 
ception to this country’s proposal for an 
arms embargo against Red China, now 
have practically withdrawn their oppo- 
sition. 


The other is that Soviet Russia has been 
warned, in no unmistakable terms, by both 
President Truman and Sec. of Defense 
Marshall, that any extension of moves 
against our forces in Korea will bring re- 
taliation. Sec. Marshall, who went fur- 
ther into the subject than the President, 
did not say where or in what manner 
retaliation would be effected. That is for 
Moscow and Peiping to guess. But there 
can be no mistake about this country’s 
firming stand. 


It is even more gratifying that the 
United States attitude is shared to an in- 
creasing degree by those who will be our 
allies in any conflict with Russia. This 
country cannot, as Gen. MacArthur so 
blandly assumes, afford to go it alone 
against the Communists. Our strength 
lies in the collective effort of all free 
peoples. To jeopardize the union from 
which this strength springs is to imperil 
‘our own future. 

Nevertheless, it has become clearer— 
and here again the MacArthur contro- 


The Pulitzer Prize Award 


With the announcement of the Pulitzer 
Prize awards for the year comes apprecia- 
tion of the fact that able endeavor and 
production are recognized. But, also, there 
comes the disquieting feeling that the 
Pulitzer awards are,.in some degree, at 
‘least, annually coming to have less and 
less meaning. 

This year the committee ignored one of 
the greatest ‘contributions to American his- 
tory, the scholarly and magnificently writ- 
ten, “The Emergence of Lincoln,” by Allan 
Nevins. Also by-passed was Henry Steel 
Commager’s “The American Mind.” We do 
not recall a year when more worthy his- 
torical books were published. 

In other fields the committee followed 
the line of least resistance by splitting up 
the prizes into many sections. Certainly all 
of those so honored did well and merit 
honor. Some of them are our very favorite 


Phenix. City—Horrible Example of a Captured City 


The other night the town held a rally 


With the harsh and disturbing echoes 
of the Kefauver report revealing how the 
underworld goes about capturing -a town 
and making of it a servile province still 
unpleasantly in our ears, Alabama’s Phe- 
nix City offers itself as “Exhibit Ari in the 
field of horrible examples. 


Phenix City, across the river from Co- 


lumbus, Ga., has been a tough, out-of- | 


bounds sort of city for a long time. In its 
time it has licensed vice, either outright 
or by raids and fines collected at more 
or less regular intervals. ‘It permits gam- 
bling and of course that gambling is, 
like the rest of it, crooked and designed 
to fleece the suckers. It was, and is, a 
town with a honky-tonk, corrupt, tough 
atmosphere, as its ministers and best citi- 
zens charge. It is, naturally, a hide-out 
and a haven for minor league hoodlums, 
pimps and the human lice who live on the 
body of vice and gambling. 


Its population is about 20,000 and it 
has a municipal “government.” This gov- 
ernment frankly admits it exists largely 
off the cut from gambling and vice and 
other such activities. The city officials 
point out to the people that the residents 
are too poor to pay taxes’ to support the 
city if vice and gambling revenues are 
eliminated. Presumably it never occurs 
to them that the people would be better 
off if they operated under state control. 
But, at any rate, that was the issue ...no 
vice and gambling—no city government. 
The city is poor because industry and 
business avoid it. 


versy has played a big part—that there is 
growing impatierice with the lagging feet 
of some of our allies. It was in an effort 
to stem this feeling that Britain, France 
and Australia decided to reverse their 
stand on an arms embargo against the 
Communist Chinese. 

Both the President and Gen. Marshall 
gave sound ,reasons for the dismissal of 
Gen. MacArthur. We do not believe there 
will be serious question of the President’s 
right, or duty, of doing so. And though 
the consequences of Gen. MacArthur’s dis- 
missa] have split the country, the result 
has not been altogether unfortunate. 

There can be no real comparison be- 
tween the MacArthur plan and the Mar- 
shall plan for winning the war in Korea 
because the details of the moves the Sec- 
retary apparently expects UN forces to 
make in the future properly were cen- 
sored. 

There is no guarantee, however, that 
any: plan will avert an all-out war. There 
are risks either way, though it would seem 
obvious at this time and in light of avail- 
able facts, that Gen. MacArthur’s formula 
would more likely provoke action by Rus- 
sia. That is an eventuality that must, as 
President Truman pointed out, be avoided 
if at all possible. 

In any event, it ought to be expected 
that remobilization of this country, and 
the free world, will be speeded to meet 
whatever threat Communism may pose. 
Only in this way can anyone justify the 
purchase of time with blood in Korea.

A state officer stationed 
in front of all such dens would be help- 
ful. Phenix City cannot be allowed to 
defy the law. 

The State of Georgia and all other 
states bordering on Alabama have an in- 
terest in this city which lives off vice 
and gambling.

A New Twist 
On the Pretzel 


If you are one of those cynics who holds 


the House a theory in 
which the Generals MacArthur and Marshall and maybe even the 
Messrs. Taft and Truman conceivably could completely concur. 
The pretzel, according to Rep. Dague, is one of man’s finest handi- 
works, particularly the nonperishable variety whose nonage- 
narianism we celebrate today. 

The nonperishable pretzel? While it may come as a surprise 
to latecomers at the bar, the present-day pretzel was not ever thus. 
The pretzel itself reaches far back into antiquity, to be sure. In- 
deed, according to Rep. Dague, the ancient Romans used it, along 
with certain libations, as a symbol of victory and triumph. But 
the original pretzel was a poor thing measured by the yardstick 
of durability. After a few days it became as limp as a kleenex 
left long in the rain. Moreover, and this obviously struck at the 
very nature of jts being, the pretzel was prone, in its softened 
condition, to.lose its shape, becoming all unwound. This naturally 
struck sorrow in the hearts of pretzel makers, not to mention 
aversion in the mouths of pretzel fanciers who turned in great 
numbers to salted peanuts and potato chips. 

Finally, however, on the fateful day, May 9, 1861, an uniden- 
tified baker in the until then unrenowned town of Lititz, Pa., 
evolved a formula which kept pretzels brittle for months, yea years, 
on end. As a consequence, U. S. consumption of pretzels has grown 
until today, as Rep. Dague pointed out in the halls of Congress 
Monday, “approximately 100,000,000 pounds of pretzels are made 
and consumed in the United States each year ... more than the 
total displacement of our largest battleship the USS Missouri.” 

Obviously, as Rep. Dague declaimed so dramatically, the pretzel 
is a “national institution” which is definitely “not to be sneered at.” 

And I, for one, find it somehow reassuring that, even in these 
troubled times, the Congress of this great country can take time 
from its constant equivocating and appropriating to pay homage to 
that unbending symbol of good cheer, the semipermanent pretzel.

WASHINGTON—Senate Republicans made a 
sorry spectacle of themselves in the fight they 
waged to throw the MacArthur investigating 

committee hearings open to the public, If the matter had been less 
serious, their performance would have been downright ludicrous. 

The whole incident typifies politics at its worst. It comes as 
a sad commentary on our political system that some members of 
the highest legislative body in the land will go to any extremes 
to build up an issue in the hope of winning an election. 

Among those who voted on the question, Republicans put up 
a solid front in favor of the hearings being held in open session. 
They were willing to do this despite the warning from top mili- 
tary sources that such a course would be fraught with grave danger 
to our national security. 

The attitude of the Republicans was that national security be 
damned, if it interfered with their plans to exploit the MacArthur 
issue to the fullest.

The Beginning sary to go back to the beginning. The little 
known story is this: The day after President Truman ordered the 
dismissal of General MacArthur as Far Eastern commander Repub- 
lican members of the Senate armed services committee petitioned 
Senator Richard B. Russell, committee chairman, to investigate the 
ouster, After a huddlé with some of his Democratic associates 
and Republican members of the committee Senator Russell Agreed 
to undertake the inquiry, with the general to be called as one of 
the first witnesses. 

Both sides agreed that, for national security reasons, the hear- 
ings should be held in executive sessions, with the public barred. 
The only exception made was that General MacArthur be per- 
mitted to testify in open hearings, if he requested it. To the 
general’s credit, it may be said that he never did make such a 
request. 

What was to be accomplished by a formal congressional investi- 
gation was never made clear, in the first place. No sober person 
could question the President’s right to act as he did. His reasons 
for relieving the Far Eastern commander were well within bounds 
and carried the support of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, as well as 
Secretary of Defense George Marshall and practically every other 
top government official. 

Nevertheless, General MacArthur being the popular hero he was, 
there was a widespread clamor for a full-scale inquiry. Accord- 
ingly, ‘Chairman Russell called a meeting of his committee to 
consider the matter. The committee met and it was unanimously 
agreed to conduct closed hearings for the security reasons in- 
volved. It was a Republican member of the committee, in fact, 
Senator Saltonstall, of Massachusetts, who first made the sug- 
gestion about the need for holding the hearings behind closed doors. 


That was before General MacArthur made his dra- 
The Fuse matic speech before Congress. The speech changed 
Republican plans and strategy. They thought they saw an oppor- 
tunity in the emotional binge set off in the country by the gen- 
eral’s return to the United States after his long absence of 13 yea 
Instead of going along with their original purpose for quiet, dig- 
nified hearings behind closed doors, they reversed themsélves and 
demanded that the inquiry be thrown open to the public. 

The purpose of all this was only teo apparent. They wanted 
to keep the deposed general in the spotlight, with all the trappings 
of radio, television and kleig lights coming into play. National 
security reasons impressed them not at all. 

In an almost unprecedented action to instruct a Senate com- 
mittee on how to conduct its affairs, they sent a series of resolu- 
tions to the desk to force public hearings. Fortunately these were 
defeated by an almost strict party vote.

Peace Charge Unfair to MacArthur 


New York Times News Service. Special to The Atlanta Constitution 
WASHINGTON, May 8—The testimony of Secretary of Defense Marshall has created one im- 


pression that is regarded here by persons familiar with the 


Army Douglas MacArthur. 

This impression, induced in large measure by 
the headlines in this morning’s papers, was that 
Gen. MacArthur last March had spoiled a good 
chance to make peace with the Chinese Com- 


MacArthur received the notification from the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff of the forthcoming peace 
ae by the President, he (MacArthur) had 
issued a much tougher peace appeal of his own, 
minimizing the power of Red China and im- 
plying that if Peiping didn’t make peace, the 
United Nations could bring about Red China’s 
military collapse. 

“At the time the foregoing statement (Mac- 
Arthur’s) was issued,” Gen. Marshall said Tues- 
day, “the clearance of the proposed Presidential 
declaration with the other 13 nations having 
forces in Korea had very nearly been completed. 
In view of the serious impact of Gen. MacAr- 
thur’s statement on the negotiations with these 
nations, it became necessary to abandon the ef- 
fort, thus losing whatever chance there may 
have been at that time to negotiate a setile- 
ment of the Korean conflict.”

Heading Straight for a Showdown

The MacArthur Formosa trip was too much for Washington to take. 


After all it is the function 


of the President, not of any theater commander, to make foreign policy. Mr. Truman sent Averell 


Harriman out to Tokyo. 


Harriman made the trip out to Japan and back in five days. 


There 


followed much bleary face-saving. Harriman announced that the administration leaders had, after 
all, known of the MacArthur trip beforehand (but not exactly when he was going) and that it was 
“entirely natural” that the supreme commander should want to visit Formosa. The American 
attitude to Formosa, Harriman said, was unchanged. Then on Aug. 10 MacArthur issued a state- 


ment in his most furious vein. 
ited entirely to military matter.” 


He said with aggressive emphasis that his visit to Formosa was “lim- 
“My visit,” the general stated, “has been maliciously represented 


to the public by those who invariably, in the past, have propagandized a policy of defeatism and 


appeasement in the Pacific.” 


This uproar had important repercussions 
abroad. In important organs of the London 
press came editorials under such titles as “The 
Menace of General MacArthur.” In reply the 
supreme commander issued another indignant 
statement, this time directed against London, and 
protesting at the attempt of the British govern- 
ment “to arrogate to itself, under the guise of 
membership in the United Nations,” the right to 
pass judgment on “the propriety of the mission 
of an American officer.” 


Later there came another explosion be- 
tween Mr. Truman and MacArthur. The 
supreme commander had written a statement 
of some length on Formosa, as 2 message to 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars. The release 
date was Aug. 28. 


An alert newspaperman got hold of it and 
ealled it to the attention of the White House. 
This was at midnight on Aug. 25. The White 
House was outraged, and so was the State depart- 
ment. Truman instructed Louis Johnson, then 
the secretary of defense, to order MacArthur 
to eat his words, i. e., withdraw the message. 
This the general proceeded to do—though not 
with much grace. But it was too late, because 
one magazine had already gone to press with the 
full text. 


The MacArthur statement was, in itself, not 
as sensational as all the fuss made over it. It 
sketched the geographic position of Formosa in 
relation to the defense of the Pacific. The gen- 
eral did not specifically state that the United 
States should remain in Formosa for Wisteaccta but 
this was strongly implied. 

Mr. Truman had for a long time wanted to 
meet in the flesh this man, MacArthur, about 
whose spirit he knew so much. One reason was 
simple curiosity; another was that an exchange 
of views would be profitable. Initiative for the 
meeting came from the President. He went to 
MacArthur, not vice versa. 

The meeting took place on Wake Island, in 
the shabby, primitive quarters of the Civil Aero- 


nautics Administration, on Sunday, Oct. 15, 1950. 
The atmosphere was cordial. Truman and Mac- 
Arthur talked for an hour privately first, and 
then for two hours with their advisers. A com- 
munique was drafted, which was initialed (as 
one reporter on the scene described it) by both 
men “as if they were heads of different govern- 
ments.” Later the general seemed to be restless 
and in a hurry to get away. It was a shock to 
almost everybody that the proceedings were 
brief. 

The President said as he departed, “I’ve never 
had a more satisfactory conference since I’ve 
been President.” MacArthur refused to talk to 
reporters, with the words, “All comments will 
have to come from the publicity man of the 
President.” 

We return now to Japan. Japan surrendered 
unconditionally to the general’s forces, but no 
peace treaty has been signed. MacArthur. wants 
a peace treaty with Japan. He is shrewd enough 
to know that SCAP cannot continue to rule 
Japan indefinitely. In fact, he is on record as 
having stated, some years ago, that the ideal 
period for occupation would be three years, and 
that under no circumstances should it last longer 
than five. Why then has no treaty ever been 
negotiated, much less signed? 

This question can be answered in a Single 
sentence. There is no peace treaty because no- 
body has been able to work out a formula which 
will enable the United States to withdraw while 
at the ‘same time maintaining Japanese security, 
which means security for Japan in the first in- 
stance, but also security of us, the United States, 
in the Far East. The issue is a heavy personal 
trial for MacArthur.

Family Problems Stay the Same

other Fulton and DeKalb County families are weathering life these days. We had 

ee some sort of foggy idea of doing a piece about the effect of war fears on children. 

. But to our surprise all the dozens of children and parents who come into the 

Family Maewins Society to get professional help in ironing out difficulties are not sent there by the 

fact that the mailed fist of war has suddenly been plunged into their family life. There are war 

problems, to be sure. Many Atlanta families have endured separations and children are bedeviled, 

maybe more than adults know, by secret fears of death and loss. But by and large, Fulton and 

DeKalb County families are beset by the ~ancient and undramatic problems that have histori- 
cally worried families—money, drinking, jealousy, in-laws, illness of one kind or another. 


*“Just normal problems,” grinned Miss Mar- 
jorie Adkins, a serene, smiling caseworker who 
specializes‘ in working with children. The only 
thing that changes about these problems ap- 
parently is the method of dealing with them and 
the Family Service Society works calmly and 
unemotionally the year round helping folks to 
find their way through routine mazes. 


War fears, however, may come te Atlanta 
children when Civilian Defense authorities 
launch air raid warnings again and bombing 
drills becoming necessary. Teen-agers are, of 
course; already caught up in the difficulty of 
being unable to plan for education, a career and 
secure family life when the greater likelihood 
is that military service will postpone or dis- 
rupt their best efforts to plan. 


Children, in any period, Miss Adkins pointed 
out, are taught the meaning of fear by their 
parents. As long as these instilled fears are 
“real fears” and are not “overly exaggerated 
fears,” they form a natural, even healthful part 
of a child’s emotional growth. 


“Parents have as much reason to give their 
children a sense of the dangers of war and in- 
vasion as they do instilling in them a fear of 
fire or being run over by an automobile,” Miss 
Adkins said. “What we need to guard against 
is“overestimating the danger to the point where 
hysterical or irrational action takes over. We 
also need to understand that while children in- 
evitably reflect parental tension and anxiety, 
their reactions may be quite different from those 
of adult members of the family.” 

Babies under two years, for example, have no 


understanding of war, but if a mother is anxious, 
hurried or frustrated she transmits her tense- 
ness to her baby. The most damaging experi- 
ence for a baby, the Family Service Society 
believes, occurs when war or other cause sepa- 
rate a baby from his mother. In London, dutr- 
ing the last war, studies revealed that babies 
who remained with mothers during the bomb- 
ings showed far fewer personality problems later 
than those infants who were removed from’ their 
mothers to “safe” places in the countryside. 
Evidences of “increased aggression” reported 
in children of nursery school age are not due to 
“war talk” but to the frustrations in family Iffe 
during a defense period, Miss Adkins said. These 
include crowded living conditions, increased 
tempo in family living with increased préssyre 
on the child to hurry and less expression ‘of 
love and affection. 


Children need to feel a part of family lifé, 
Miss Adkins said. She quoted an Army youngs- 
ter who was brought to her with another prob- 
lem as saying she hated the frequent moves 
her family had to make during her adoles- 
eence but she appreciated and felt secure in 
the knowledge that when a move was going 
te be necessary her family would talk it over 
with her. Knowing of the necessity ahead of 
time and knowing the reasons helped her te 
weather being uprooted each time. 


Even the experience of loss through death, if 
it comes to a family, must be shared with chil- 
dren, the caseworker advises. Parents err whén 
they think they are sheltering their children by 
keeping them from funerals and not discussing 
the fact of death with them.

the sweater dries. 


Never wash wool garments in 
hot water is perhaps the most 
important single rule in sweater- 
washing. Otherwise you end up 
with a matted wisp of a gar- 
ment that you can’t even 
squeeze into. Never rub or 
scrub a wet sweater . ; 
squeeze the suds gently 
through it with your hands. And 
above all, never leave sweaters 
or other woolens soaking. 


Rinse garments at _ least 
three times, but never in com- 
pletely clear water: always 
have the final rinsing water 
slightly soapy. This will not 
only help the wool fibers to 
retain their natural oils, but 
will also help prevent colors 
from streaking. 


And now, on to the packing. 
Most wool experts agree that 
one of the best moth preventa- 
tives is paradichlorobenzine 
(a $64 word, indeed) which may 
be purchased at any reputable 
pharmacy. Sprinkle the crystals 
in tissue paper, or do as one 
smart girl does and put them 
in the foot of a discarded ny- 
lon stocking. 

Then fold away your sweaters 
and other wool garments in 
wrapping paper, individually. 
Seal them with tape, and make 
sure that the package is ab- 
solutely airtight. As far as pa- 
per is concerned, some like the 
clean, woodsey scent of cedar 
paper, some use plain wrapping 
paper, and a surprising number 
of homemakers swear by news- 
paper. It’s not so much that 
moths don’t like to read, as it 
is something about the scent 
of printers’ ink that discour- 
ages them from gnawing into 
newspaper-wrapped bundles.

QUILTERS POTATO SALAD 


3 large potatoes 

3 hard-cooked eggs 

4 tablespoons minced onion 
Salt and pepper 

1 teaspoon dry mustard 

1 teaspoon salt 

Cook potatoes with their jackets on. Cool, skin, and dice. Add 
chopped hard-cooked eggs, onion, salt and pepper to taste. Set aside 
a few minutes before adding dressing. For dressing mix mustard, 1 
teaspoon salt and sugar. Beat eggs with melted butter and hot 
vinegar, then combine with mustard mixture. Cook over boiling 
water or over low heat until thickened. Cool thoroughly. Combine 
with whipped cream and mix with potatoes. 

“The only flour the pioneers knew was straight whole wheat 
flour. And while this recipe has been revised to use the modern 
yeast cake, still it has the old-fashioned ingredients of honey and 
molasses and all whole wheat flour. Certainly no loaf of bread 
could be quicker or more easily made,” continues this food editor. 


OLD-FASHIONED WHOLE WHEAT BREAD 


1 yeast cake 3 teaspoons molasses 
14 cup water 3 teaspoons salt 

3 teaspoons shortening 3 cups milk, scalded 

3 teaspoons honey 6 cups whole wheat flour 

Soften yeast in water. Melt shortening and combine with honey, 
molasses, salt and scalded milk. Cool to lukewarm; combine with 
yeast mixture. Add enough flour to make a soft dough and knead 
thoroughly, using extra flour as needed. Shape into 2 loaves; place 
in greased pans. Let rise to not quite double in bulk (about 2 hours); 
bake at 350 degrees for 1 hour and 10 minutes. 

“Anyone who ever eats at the Lion House Social Center, the 
home of Brigham Young, in Salt Lake City, has‘ tasted these melt- 
in-your-mouth lemon pies that Angie Earl, the cateress, has made 
famous. Angie received the recipe from her little Scotch grand- 
mother,” reports Mrs. Jardine. 


ANGIE EARL’S LEMON PIES 


2% square butter 
3% cup lard 
\% cup ice water 


3 teaspoons sugar 
3 tablespoons melted butter 


2eggs 
\% cup hot vinegar 
1 cup cream, whipped 


Pastry: 
2 cups flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon sugar 
Sift together flour, salt and sugar. With fingertips break 
butter through flour into half-inch bits. Then break in lard making 
pieces half this size. With a flat knife cut in ice water, adding a 
little at a time. When dough forms into ball, turn on floured board 
end knead into a smooth dough. Roll into double wax paper and 
let stand in refrigerator overnight or longer if possible. Roll, cut 
and fit over backs of 12 muffin tins, Bake in 450-degree oven 
about 6 minutes. 


Filling: 
1% cups water 
14 cup fresh lemon juice 
1 cup sugar 
4 square butter 4 cup sugar 
\% teaspoon salt 14 teaspoon lemon extract 


Combine 1% cups water, lemon juice, 1 cup sugar, butter and 
salt; bring to boil. Combine cornstarch with cold water, stir into 
boiling mixture. Cook over direct heat 2 minutes. Pour part of hot 
mixture over well-beaten egg yolks, then add to remaining mixture. 
Take immediately from heat. Beat egg whites until stiff, blend in 
remaining sugar and lemon extract. Add hot filling mixture at 
once, When cool, fill into shells and top with whipped cream.

State Nurserymen’s Association, 
which closed a two-day session 
here Tuesday, has this to say: 


“It's wise to call in a land- 
scape architect before build- 
ing. for the placement of a 
house on the lot will deter- 
mine to a great extent what 
type flowers and shrubs the 
owner may grow. There is 
such a thing as climate con- 
trol: plants that require sun 
or shade, some that are puny 
or healthy. should all be con- 
sidered. The type of home has 
a great deal do do with the 
type of foliage a person buys.” 


“For instance, if one has a 
Georgian home, there must be 
the consideration of the balance 
and symmetry of plants. In all 
cases there must be the knowl- 
edge of the plant as to its ul- 
timate size, its rate of growth, 
its vigor, color, habit of growth 
and its resistance to disease.” 

Kellogg advised against home- 
owners buying plants that are 
too large, and also rushing out 
buying plants just because they 
look pretty and are bargains. 

“All plants look pretty, but 
the buyer must understand that 
certain things should go at cer- 
For instance, don’t 
buy a plant and set it out in 
front of a picture window and 
next season find that the win- 
dow is completely covered by 
the plant’s growth.” 


All home owners know what 
they want, the expert said. He 
added that it is advisable for 
the homeowner or even one 
planning to move into a home 
with a lot of yard space to 
“get the feel” of plants. He 
suggested buying small aza- 
leas which can be coaxed 
along and then replanted later 
where they would be more 
desirable and prettier. Expos- 
ure to climatic conditions is 
another necessary element to 
consider, according to Kellogg. 


He thinks that all homeown- 
ers and those planning a home 
who have any desire to have 
flowers and plants should re- 
member that they’ll get what 
they pay for, and it’s advisable 
to pay for something good in 
the beginning, something that is 
appropriate and adaptable to 
the surrounding circumstances. 
Shrubbery, he said, is like other 
things—a good investment is in- 
surance for the future.

Makes Child’s Visit Easier 


“Children need hardly ever be hurt in the dentist's 


chair. 


Special scaled-down equipment helps do a better job with less pain.” 

This was the word from one of Atlanta’s leading pedodontists 
(specialists in children’s dentistry). He practices in a skyscraper 
suite of offices furnished with junior-size equipment to fit his 
junior-size patients. Any unsuspecting aduJt in these offices might 
feel like Alice after she drank the “growing” juice in Wonderland. 


Drills in this dentist’s office 
are very small, 

“This reduces the heat 
friction,” he said. 

The dental chair is designed 
for the very small child. 

“We don’t use the word ‘drill’ 
or ‘needle’ in our offices,” said 
the doctor, “We use ‘Food-re- 
movers’ and ‘bug-chasers’,” 


“The highest rate of tooth 
decay is found among chil- 
dren between 5 and 8, and 
between 12 and 18 years of 
age.”

This is the grim word from 
the American Dental Associa- 
tion, which recommends chil- 
dren’s dental care be operated 
along the same lines that pedia- 
tric preventive medicine works. 

“The behavior problem of 
children in a dentist’s office is 
one that needs attention,” said 
one of Atlanta’s leading chil- 
dren’s dentists. “That’s the first 
step in improving dental health. 
Parents should not wait until 
tooth trouble strikes a_ child. 
Bring him in early enough so a 
dentist can get to be his friend. 
Let him get used to our equip- 
ment and methods before we 
have to pull a tooth or grind out 
a decayed spot.” 


Three years of age is the 
proper time to start children’s 
dental care, unless trouble is 
spotted before then. This is 
also the time it’s well to start 
sodium fluoride treatments. 


Sodium fluoride is the sub- 
stance discovered to retard tooth 


decay in many cases. Applica- 
tions of this liquid at proper in- 
tervals may save many a tooth 
that’s waiting to ache. 

“In caring for children,” said 
the dentist, “We remember that 
the child’s tooth is smaller than 
an adult’s. So is his mouth. But 
the tooth nerve is already fully 
developed and consequently big- 
ger in proportion to the tooth,” 

Though decay has not yet 
been entirely controlled, den- 
tists know certain things that 
speed up the action of caries. 
Three rules are important to 
parents who consider children’s 
teeth. These are: 

See that the child has a mini- 
mum intake of sweets. Dental 
scientists know that the acid 
which attacks tooth enamel is 
formed by the action of bac- 
teria on carbohydrates, especial- 
ly sugar. 

See that the child brushes his 
teeth immediately following 
each meal. 

See that your child has the 
benefit of the application of 
sodium fluoride.

For example, of the 48,000,000 
cars and trucks in the United 
States, more than 24,000,000 are 
over five years old. 
This is understandable in light 
of the fact that from 1942 to 1946 
there was no production of auto- 
mobiles for the civilian market. 
The venerable age of the aver- 
age American automobile causes 
the manufacturerers of automo- 
tive parts much concern in this 
period of defense momilization. 
Old cars need parts to keep roll- 
ing. Even the 1946 and 1947 mod- 
els are in the repair market for 
pistons, rings, valves, springs and 
other functional parts. 
What’s worrying the parts man- 
ufacturers and wholesalers, ac- 
cording to C. C. Tapscott, presi- 
dent of the National Standard 
Parts Association, is Washington’s 
attitude toward the “essentiality” 
of the automobile. 
Tapscott, who is here to preside 
over the meeting of the parts peo- 
ple, says he is afraid Washington 
doesn’t fully appreciate that the 
automobiles now on the road will 
have to be maintained if the 
American rearmament program is 
to achieve its goals. 
He said the majority of defense 
workers will be dependent upon 
automobiles to take them to and 
from the war plants. 
“Here in Georgia, with the 
Lockheed and the H-Bomb plants 
in your laps,” the need of keeping 
the automobiles rolling is partic- 
ularly pressing,” Tapscott says. 
Tapscott says he feels certain 
that the Washington agencies will 
see to it that enough parts and 
accessories are produced for main- 
tenance of trucks, but experiences 
. in World War II indicate there 
may be trouble in the automobile 
line. 
Presently, there is no shortage 
of functional automotive parts, he 
says. “But the situation could 
change overnight should Washing- 
ton stymie the production of such 
parts.” 
The National Parts Association 
meeting will be held Wednesday 
at the Biltmore Hotel. 
Metal Marketeers 
Look for the Office of Price 
Stabilization to crack down on 
gray marketeers of scrap metal 
in the Atlanta area.

Hollingsworth also warned that 
restaurant operators who for some 
legitimate reason failed to meet 
the April 30 deadline with their 
OPS reports had better do so 
promptly.

In the Atlanta cattle market, 
Cliff N. Ragsdale, sales pen man- 
ager, was moaning low because 
sales are one-third below normal. 
He estimated total sales this week 
for his pen would be as low as 
$50,000. East week his sales 
totaled $117,000. 

He blamed the empty pens in 
Atlanta on the recent Government 
order aimed at rolling beef prices 
back as much as nine to 10 cents 
@ pound for the consumer. 

Back to hogs: just when the 
drop in price at Chicago stock- 
yards will be reflected at the re- 
tail level here is problematical. 

“Hog prices at the stockyards,” 
said a representative of the Amer- 
ican Meat Institute, “might go up 
Wednesday or sink further. In any 
event, it takes anywhere from 10 
to 22 days to cure, smoke and pro- 
duce a ham for shipment out of 
the packing house.” 

The Institute spokesman also 
asserted that while housewives 
and other consumers have been 
complaining about the high prices 
of beef, they have been overlook- 
ing that pork has been a relative- 
ly good buy, especially in the last 
three or four weeks.
